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The farm er was the biggest 
supplier of cottonseed used in 
planting the 1961 Jones Coun­ 
ty cotton crop, according to 
a Planter Box Survey made 
this year. 
The 
survey was i 
made by the Texas Certified 
Seed Producers, Inc., with as­ 
sistance from the Agronomy 
Department of A&M College, 
the county agent, 
Vo Ag 
Teachers and Young Farmer s 
organizations. 
Samples of cottonseed were 
taken from the planter boxes 
of 148 farmers. Germinations 
were made on each of these 
samples. Non-treated samples 
were treated prior to germina­ 
ting to prevent excessive mold 
growth in 
the 
germinator. 
Mold spreads easily to other 
samples, which have not pre­ 
viously been infested, causing 


treated seed, germinated less 
in the soil than in the germi­ 
nator.
